REASONS for ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to claims 3-8, the closest prior art, Hauptmann et al., discloses most of the 
limitations of the claims, but fails to show at least the first NPN transistor has a collector and a 
base connected to the input/output terminal. 

With regards to claims 9-13, the closest prior art, Chen et al., discloses most of the 
limitations of the claims, but fails to show at least an emitter of the NPN transistor and a cathode 
of said diode are commonly connected. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's
